The Sanctions of Fáin 


In conflict with lawlessness the 
Government can afford, perhaps, to be 
unpopular, but it cannot afford to be 
ridiculous. In Ireland, as in France, 
ridicule is the most dangerous of all poli- 
tical weapons. The sanctions of the law 
are dissolved more swiftly and utterly by 
laughter than by any other agent, Who, 
for instance, would have any fear or respect 
for a Government which was ludicrously 
unable to keep its prisoners under lock 
and key? A few weeks ago seven Sinn 
Fein prisoners escaped from Lincoln and 
Usk, and were not recaptured. The, ex- 
ploit surrounded Mr. de Valera’s brow 
with another halo of romance, and spoiled 
the effect of the subsequent 'release of the 
whole body of prisoners. Just a fortnight 
ago Mr. Barton, a Sinn Fein member of 
Parliament, made a mysterious escape 
from Mountjoy Prison—the first escape, it 
is said, in the records of that institution— 
and he is still at large. 
on Saturday, when no less thah twenty 
Sinn Femers escaped in broad daylight 
from the same prison. Dublin absorbed

Germany and Danzig. 


The Germans have not learned their 
lesson yet. In repiy to an Allied Note de- 
manding the free of General 
Haller’s troops through Danzig, the Ger- 


states that it “ cannot

be responsible for a measure which, with- 
out the creation of adequate safeguards, 
must evoke war in its own territory.” 
The safecuards which it considers adequate 
may be those formulated by Herr 
Erzberger. They are that General Haller’s 
troops shall not occupy Danzig, that they 
shall not act against Germany, and that 
they shall not join the Bolsheyists. 
Apart, however, from the absence of such 
guarantees, the Germans have other objec- 
tions. According to Clause 16 of the 
Armistice, the Allies are to be granted 
passage through Danzig and the 
Vistula, but the Germans claim now that 
the Poles do not belong to the Allies, and 
that General Haller’s divisions are purely 
Polish in nature. They offer to assist the 
passage of these troops through Stettin, 
Kénigsberg, Memel, or Libau, but they 
bar Danzig. All the German parties, 
with the exception of the Independents, 
are agreed as to the necessity of a firm 
stand, and General Ludendorff, who seems 
once again to have entered the political 
arena, strongly advises his countrymemto 
assert their rights. This is a sinister 
omen. By her refusal to comply with the 
Allies’ demands, Germany has virtually 
broken the armistice. The quegtion 
whether Poles are, or are not, of the Allies 
is the merest quibble. The real ground 
for Germany 's attitude may be sought in 
the political situation in Paris. Poland is 
occupying much of our negotiators’ time; 
its future is one of the most difficult 
problems with which they must deal. Over 
the question of Danzig’s fate differences of 
opinion have arisen among the Allies, and 
the Germans are seeking to aggravate these 
differences in the hope of causing a split. 
They fear that the arrival of General 
Haller’s troops might give rise to popular 
demonstrations among the Polish minority 
in Danzig, thus possibly prejudicing the 
German claims to its possession. They 
seem to forget that Poland’s future, just 
as much as that of their own country, lies 
in the hands of the Allies, and that the 
fate of Danzig will be decided on its 
merits. . 

There must be no delay in enforcing the 
right of the Allies, for the prestige of the 
Paris Conference demands stern action. 
The attitude of Germany at. present 
is extremely suspicious. Her threat 
to refuse to sign the Peace Treaty, 
and to abandon the country to the 
tender mercies of Bolshevism, shows to 
what lengths her “statesmen” are 
prepared to go in order to frustrate 


the work of the Conference. Bolshevigt 
propaganda is being garried on with the 
utmost alacrity and efficiency in Posnania, 
as well as in Western Germany; and in 
Warsaw there are 700,000 unemployed who 
show all the symptpms of infection. The 
Radicals in Austria openly advocate an 
alliance with Lenin ; Bohemia is in a state 
|of semi-starvation, and is ‘only held 
together by the hope of a sucessful 
peace. Meanwhile the Council of 
Four, than which “the secrets of nature 
have not more gift in taciturnity,’’ pre- 
sumably is deliberating behind closed 
doors as to the best means of resisting 
this new political offensive on the part of 
Germany. Should it hesitate for a day, 
Germany’s immediate object will have been 
gained. Germany has been far too ready 
to haggle. and to protest. 
of the Peace Conference must be upheld 
at all costs, and Weimar must recognise 
that, threats or no threats, peace must be 
signed. When the heavy veil of silence is 
lifted from the negotiations now proceed- 
ing at Paris, the world probably will learn 
the terms of the preliminary Peace Treaty. 
Among its provisions will be included one 
which settles the fate of Danzig, and Ger- 
many must be prepared to accept this as 
well as the other clauses. It is difficult 
to believe that, at this stage, the German 
Government could be so utterly irrespon- 
sible and criminal as to place obstacles in 
the way of peace. It is to Germany’s ad- 
vantage, as well as to that of the world, 
that peace should be made without delay. 
She is beaten and she knows it. All those 
signs of showing fight are quite insincere, 
and are only meant as attempts to “ bluff” 
the Allies and to sow dissension among 
them. The Germans playing a 
desperate game; they are toying with 
weapons which, at any moment, may go 
off, and Germany herself will be the first 
to suffer. Only a resolute and prompt 
decision on the part of the Allies will show 
the German Government that we are 
united, at any rate, in our determination 
not to permit any trifling. If the Ger- 
mans refuse to fulfil the terms of the 
armistice, then they must be prepared to 
take the consequences. Their new cry of 
“Wolf! Wolf!” will not help them in their 
efforts to defy the authority of the Allies.

The situation in Egypt seems to be o 
more serious character than was at first 
suspected, News | comes to-day irom 
Cairo, through the Central News Agency, 
that several officers were murdered in a 
train from Luxor to Egypt, while at Ben- 
houeff the British residents were held up 
for three days in their houses, and assisted 
by Indian troops until relief came.

The draft report to be presented to the 
resumed Industrial) Conference on April 
4th, for which arrangements are being 
made, suggests, in addition to its rather 
drastic recommendations on the subject of 
hours and a minimum wage, that the 
Council shall be maintained as a perma- 
nent body of four hundred, with the 
Minister of Labour as President, to deal 
with labour matters. Apart from the 
public dislike to creating a new depart- 
ment, the question arises, what is the 
Minister of Labour for? However, a new 
advisory body would strengthen the hands 
of the Minister, and there are many who 
take the view that there will be set up an 
interim Advisory Council in the Ministry on 
the lines of the Consumers’ Council, which 
has done such good work at the Ministry of 
Food. : 

I have good authority for stating that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 1s con- 
sidering the question of a levy on war 
fortunes. This was considered last year, 
but was dropped owing to the difficulty of 
the problem of ascertaining what are 
fortunes due to the war, and what not, 
Germany is now proposing a tax of this 
sort, but it is a much simpler matter there 
than here, because, with a view to a world 
war, which Germany intended to bring 
about, a capital levy| was authorised by the 
German Empire, and carried through at 
Christmas, 1913. ‘This levy gave a com- 
plete valuation of all German fortunes 
and capital at the outbreak of the war. 
The Germans have only to. take a new 
valuation to be able to assess exactly the 
war fortunes accumulated. In this 
country no information is available as to 
the distribution of wealth in 1914, and 
tax of war fortunes 
would compel assessments of the amount 
now and that-before the war. The task is 
so difficult that Parliamentary financiers 

ut the thances at fifty to one against Mr. 
cue Law or the Chancellor being able to 
find a way to distinguish what are, and 
what are not, war fortunes, with a view to 
seizing them. But, as I have said, they 
are considering the matter. 

It is probable that the literature of the 
great war will, in a@ iew years time, fill 
the walls of a very large library. Every 
day brings forth an announcement that 
such-and-such a book on the war will 
shortly be published. We are now 
promised what is to be an accurate and 
absolutely impartial history of the war. 
It is to be prepared by an International 
Commission, and it will be a kind of text 


book on the war,.fit for use in all the 
schools of all thé countries forming the 


League of Nations. 

Middle-class taxpayers are asking how 
is it that nobody has beeneappointed on 
the Income Tax Commission to represent 
their interests. The many thousands of 
people whose incomes range from the 
exemption limit to a thousand a year are 
practically unrepresented, though this 
class has suffered more than any other 
during the war, with fixed incomes in most 
cases. increased taxation, and heavier ex- 
senses to be met in every direction.

The report of the Water Power Ke- 
sources Committee, issued yesterday as a 
White Paper, says that a very large 
amount of data and evidence has) been 
collected, while four well-known civil 
engineers have pave op ee for carrying 
out preliminary surveys in certain selected 
areas in Scotland and in North Wales. 
The evidence so far available indicates that 
there are considerable possibilities in other 
areas in Great Britain and Ireland which 
will remain to be surveyed. The investiga- 
tions required in Ireland will be carried 
out by the recently appointed Irish Sub- 
Committee. | 

The reports in the possession of the Com- 
mittee dealing with a portion of Scotland 
alone show that nine water-power schemes 
are capable of generating a continuous 
supply of 183,500 electrical h.p., corre- 
sponding to an output at the hydro-electric 
stations of 1,200 million Board of Trade 
units per annum, The magnitude of these 
schemes will be better appreciated when 
it is pointed out that in the year 1917-18 
the whole of the steam power stations in 
Great Britain (public undertakings for 
electricity supply and for electric railways 
and tramways, but not private power 
plants) generated 4,628 million Board of 
Trade units, ané consumed 7.16 million 
tons of coal.

Of these, his traits of 
Mrs. Dudgeon (148), Lady Decies (178), and Mr. 
W. H. Lauder (211), are characteristic of his 
style. There are many pictures from Mr. W. J. 
Leech’s brush, all of which are Worthy of the 
artist, the most important being “The 
Cigarette ” (No. 69), a study of a lady. 
B. Yeats has three pictures typed 
unconventional style. Some _ efiective river 
scenes are depicted by Mr. Robert 5. Shore, 
notably “Twilight on the Liffey” (No. 24). 
Woodland scenes near Dublin find sympathetic 
treatment from Mr. Alfred Grey, especially 
rustic spots near Finglas and beside the Tolka. 
Another familiar contributor is Mr. Alexander 
Williams, whose pictures of the Western sea- 
board and mountains and bogs faithfully reflect 
the wild grandeur of nature. . There are some 
distinctive rural sketches by Mr. Frank 
M‘Kelvey, who apparently is intimate with the 
North of Ireland. Miss Estella Solomons contri- 
butes some excellent work, mostly portraits of 
prominent figures in Irish life. The best of her 
subjects is Miss Alice Milligan (No, 217), a 
picture boldly treated without over-zealous re- 
gard for accuracy of detail. Her portrait of the 
Rev. Michael O’Flanagar gives the impression of 
stiffness, while the pinched cheeks and pursed 
lips do not suggest the Celtic temperament. Mr. 
Leo Whelan, who has made marked progress in 
his art, has many cleverly drawn pictures, the 
most notable of which is “ Waiting ” (No. 96), a 
girl seated with a dag apparently in a doctor's 
waiting room. The prevailing eolours are black 
and white, but the red coat of the girl prevides 
a further contrast. Mr. J. Crampton Walker 
has two pictures, “ Cinerarias” (No. 9) and 
“ Nirvana” (No, 201), the latter being Pent to 
the exhibition. The largest work in the collec- 
tion is Mr. W. G. MacKenzie’s presentation 
portrait of Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh, who is seen 
standing by a table upon which are ecatterec 
papers. It is an imposing picture in its rigid 
and conventional accuracy. The best o 
Mr. P. J. ‘Tuohy’s’ exhibits is 
bably “Bad News” (No. '66), showing 
hospital nurse conveying sad news to 
family group. Some charming little studies 
from nature are displayed by Mr. H. C. 
Tisdall. A bogland scene, with a cloud-capped 
mountain. in the distance, is treated with 
sympatheti¢ touch by Mr. Bingham McGuinness, 
whose art is always refreshing. A portrait of 
Dr. Kathleen Lynn (No, 216) is amongst the 
best of Mise Lily Williams's work. Few artists 
can reflect the beauties of nature so faithfully 
as Mr. H. W. Moss, who is represented bv 
some characteristic studies, notably “ February ' 
and “Autumn in the New Forest.” An artist 
of similar tastes and methods is Mr. A. Colles, 
whose local sketches are agreeable. Lady 
Dobbin, too, gives many pleasing glimpses of 
rustic scenery as seen around Cork. Nature in 
her quiétgst moods appeals also to Mr. G. W. 
Yeates, Who is represented by three pictures. 
There are in all 366 pictures in the Exhibition.

Though Miss Swanty has exhibited before, we 
think that the present collection of her works 
in Mille’s Hall, Dublin, is the first which enables 
the public to appreciate fully how interesting 
and accomplished an artist she is. All the 
work—and it ranges over figures, landscapes, 
still life, and interiors, in oils, water-colour, 
and drawings—is essentially modern, and is 
quite personal in its point of view, though far 
removed from the freaks of the futurist. The 
brush work is sure and swift, and the freshness 
of colour and impression is never lest. The 
landscapes, mostly from Kerry and Donegal, 
are invigorating and optimistic. Here is an 
Ireland free from spooks and amethystine mists 
and “ opal flushes,’’ and of the melancholy of 
Ms past.

THE ALLIES AND RUMANIA. 

The first of the Peace Conference Com- 
missions to complete its task is that 
on the Responsibility of the Authors 
of the War. 

The German reply to the Allies’ Note de- 
manding access to Danzig admits that 
under Article 16 of the Armistice 
Treaty of November 11th the German 
Government undertook to grant the 
Allies “free access ria Danzig and the 
Vistula for the maintenance of order 
in the territories of the former 
Rassian Empire.’’ It contends, how- 
ever, that the situation has completely 
changed, and states that “it cannot 
be responsible for a measure which, 
without $e adequate 


the creation of 
guarantees, must evoke civil war in 
its own territories.” 

Herr Erzberger demands an assurance that 
General Haller’s Army will not occupy 
Danzig, and will not operate against 
the Bolsheviks or against the Germans. 
He adds that, if these demands are 
not conceded, German consent is im- 
possible. e 

The German Press is egually defiant. It 
declares that “the limit of compliance 
has been reached,” and speaks of a 
possible rupture of the armistice. 

The Matin speaks of a front extending 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea under 
a united command. 

It is reported that, in view of the Bol- 
shevist developments in Hungary, the 
Allies, in addition to sending food to 
Rumania, have decided to send war 
material and equipment. General 
Mangin may be placed in charge of 
the operations in Rumania and Hun- 
gary.

BRITISH EMPIRE DELEGATION.

PEACE PRELIMINARIES. 


FRENCH SEMI-OFFICIAL 
STATEMENT. 

A French semi-official statement. 
Sunday, says :— 

M. Dutasta, Secretary-General of the Peace 
Conference, and M. Arnavon, Head of the 
Secretariat Department, visited Versailles this 
afternoon for the purpose’ of making arrange- 
ments for the holding of the Congress for the 
preliminaries of peace. As soon as the text 
of the preliminaries shall have finally 
decided by the Great Powers, thy German 
Pienipotentiaries, with Count von Broekdorff 
Rantzau at their head, will be convoked at 
Versailles. About two hundred Germans are 
expected in all, and they will be lodged in the 
Hotel de Ville, which has been requisitioned 
for this purpose. The necessary preparations 
for their installation will take about three 
weeks, so that the necessary congress cannot 
well open until after Easter.

MAN WHO MURDERED M. JAURES. 


A Reéuter’s Paris telegram of Saturday says: 
At to-day’s hearing of the Villain case, M. 
Beguin, the Advocate-General, said that now, 
after the death of M. Jaures, his ideas, which 
had but lately appeared Utopian in character, 
would be realised. Turning to the pathological 
aspect of the case, M. Beguin said that the ac- 
cused had been influenced by huge reading, and 
above all by the impulse of .his solitary medita- 
tions. In view of these facts, the penalty, he 
thought, could only be one of loss of civic 
liberty. 

The Advocate-General agreed with the con- 
clusions of the doctors, but found, room for 
doubt in certain letters written by the accused as 
to Villain’s precise degree of consciousness of, 
and responsibility for, his action. 

M. Zevach, leading counsel for the accused, 
was extremely indignant at the preventative de- 
tention under which Villain had been placed, 
and said that the three years’ law corresponded 
with the needs of fhe present case. He criticised 
the ideas of Jaures, and showed the futility of 
his efforts at a Franco-German understanding. 
He compared the crime of Villain with a 
crime passionel, and said that it had been pro- 
voked by misguided patriotism. M. Zevach, in 
conclusion, begged ‘the jury to give a verdict of 
not guilty, which will not signify approval of the 
mad act of a wretched man, but clemency, 
pardon, and amnesty. 

M. Geraud, the second counsel! for the defence, 
also pleaded for a verdict of not guilty, a verdict 
of clemency. é 

M. Paul Barcourt represented the case of the 
civil party to the trial; who, he said, did not 
require of the jury a defence of any particular 
political doctrine, but only one that would de- 
monstrate their ee By for human life. 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty, 

The Court then pronounced that Villain was 
acquitted. The sum of one franc as damages 
was awarded to the civil party 

A Paris telegram of yesterday says:—The 
acquittal of Villain, the murderer of Jaures, is 
naturally the subject of lively discussion here. 
The Socialist newspapers regard it as a class 
verdict. : 

The. Radical mewspapers and those of the 
non-Socialist Left express utter amazement ab 
the verdict of acquittal. No popular demonstra- 
tion greeted Villain, who simply asked his 
victim’s forgiveness.

LUDENDORFF'’S WARNING. 
THE BOLSHEVUST MENACE. 

The Press Association’s £pecial Correspondent 
at Beram telegraphs wader date March 
29th ---General Ludendorff, after undergoing a 
period ef voluntary retiremjgent in Sweden, has, 
since his return to Berlin, been trying to force 
himself again on the public notice. Not content 
with the ovation that he received from the 
demonstration on Sunday in front of the British 
Embassy, be has written a political exhortion 
for a roilitary paper, in which he says, inter 
alia: “ Do not bend before the wi of the 
enemy, who wants to im on you a peace 
which deviates from President Wilson’s fourteen 
points. Do not accept & peace of destruction. 
General Ludendorff further draws attention to, 
the Belshevist danger from the East, and warns 
them ageinst under-estimating the Bolshevist 
force, while over-estimating their-own, Finally, 
he urges an increase of the forces te protect 
the homeland. 

Interesting, aleo, is the statement prefixed 
by the mulitary paper to General Luden- 
dorff’s manifesto, and evidently imspired by 
himself. lt ears that the latter is 
residing merely as a private person in Berlin, 
that he occupies no military function, and is en- 
gaged in writing & history of the world war. He 
regards himself as a private person who pursuts 
no political aims, looks upon his military career 
as ended, and cheerfully leaves jarenens on his 
actions to a more dispassionate end less excited 
He believes that the hearty shower of 
accusations of a political nature is already over 
for all people of intelligence.

POLAND'S NEED, 


A STRONG, WELL-EQUIPPED 


ARMY. 

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent, 
aphing from Warsaw on March 27, says:— 
General Pilsudski, head of the Polish State, in 
the course of an interview on the subject of 
military needs of Poland, said —We have men 
and officers, but no uniforms, rifiges, munitions, 
or guns. Poland is attacked on three sides, and 
cannot protect herself without technical war 
material, We are very grateful to the Allies, 
from whem we received something definite, 
namely, food. We have been furnished with a 
body of military advisers, but what we need is 
war material to equip us for the defence of our 
country. There is a great deal of material in 
France which the Allies no longer need, 
America has guns, ammunition, and aeroplanes, 
which will not be sent back to the United 
States. All these would be of infinite value to 


Poiand. 
POLAND AND ITS ENEMIES. 

Discussing the question of Poland's ability to 
repel the different attacks, General Pilsudski 
said hé believed that this could be done. The 
Polish Army, he continued, is superior in morul, 
and could overcome its enemies im turn. The 
German Army is now demobilised. lt still has 
its splendid equipment, but only in this respect 
is Germany superior to us. Her men have lost 
faith in the leadership of their Generals, their 
spirits have been broken by defeat, and they 
themselves acknowledge that our infantry is 
superior to theirs. With the patriotic em 
thusiasm of our troops it will be possible to 
carry on the war with a dash, and to accom- 
plish immediate resulis.

The Bolsheviks, themselves, are superior to us 
at present, since they have the arms an 
munitions of Russia besides those obtained from 
the Germans. When properly equipped we 
should be able to defeat the Bolshevists without 
much difficulty. 
THE FUTURE ARMY, 

Regarding the question of future armaments, 
General Pilsudski said—The present system 
must be changed. The nations would not en- 
dure it. But no nation can remain defenceless. 
in highly developed Western countries a system 
ekin to the Swiss military might gufhee, but this 
would not do for Poland for two reasons. First, 
because our railways ere so few corepared with 
those of Germany and Austria that a militia 
could not be rapidly mobilised; and, secondly, 
because, owing to the years of forcign oppres- 
sion, many of our peopie are unable to read or 
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this direction, : 
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write, and lack the education which would 
make them effective as a militia farce. Hence 
for some time Poland will need a large body of 
trained officers and soldiers. 


ALIAED MISSION IN

SIR ESME HOWARD’S SPEECH,

“This unanimity,” he | 
said, “inspires confidence in the future of | 
Poland. The patience and moderation of the |

culties, the like of which no other nation has 
been called upon to face, is also most remark- 
able. I believe that this is due to the living 
patriotism of the people, who thoroughly under- | 
etand that trouble and disorder at home will 
be the surest way to destroy the work of re- 
building their beloved country, Sir Esme 
Howard said that he regretted that the tics 
between Poland and Great Britain did not seem 
to have been so close or so sympathetic as those 
between Poland and France or Italy, but he 
sincerely hoped that in the future these ties 
would become closer, and that the Poies might 
grow to understand more fully the spirit of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. In conclusion, he said 
that, whilst much was said in Poland of the 
great efforts made by Creat Britain during the 
war, the British Navy was never mentioned. 
He proceeded to give a short sketch of the 
wonderful achievements of the Navy, and said 
that if it had ceased to be always ready and 
always active the war, he thought, would 
hardiy have lasted a fortnight.

the dockers came out on strike, and representa- 
tions were made to the Coal Contreller that 
the poor of the city, depending upon the bell- 
men, were unable to obtain supplies. 
Burgess at ofice sent a representative to Derry 
and as @ result of his investigations the Con- 
troller, by telegraph, warned the merchants 
that unless they supplied the bellmen with coal 
for the poor, stocks would ‘be commandeered. 
Meantime many households had been for 
several days withoht coal, and the principal of 
a large city school reported that aJarge number 
of children came to school on Friday morning 
without any breakfast, as there was no coal in 
the houses to cook food. The «ituation assumed 
such a serious aspect owing to the prevalence of 
sickness that an appeal was made to the 
medical practitioners, and on certificates granted 
by them coal was sold by the merchants. The 
mandate of the Coal Controller for some reason 
or other was not carried out on Saturday morn- 
ing, and in consequence crowds of men, women, 
and children flocked to the quay at an early 
hour. In two heaps there were lying about 
eighty tons of coal discharged from a vessel for 
Messrs. MeDevitte and Donnell, coal merchants, 
whose steamer had to leave the port partially 
unloaded in consequence of the dockers’ strike. 
Soon some of the more. venturesome produced 
bags and began to fill them, and in less than 
half an hour there wae a regular scramble of 
men, women, and children swarming on to the 
piles of coal like ants. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY SCENE, 

Those returning to their homes with well- 
filled bags spread like wildfire the news of the 
raid, gradually the crowd of raiders swelled, 
coming entirely from the slum quarters of the 
city. Bags, baskets, buckets, and haversacks 
were requisitioned to hold the coal. During 
a hailstorm these were quickly filled, and in an 
incredibly short space of time there appeared 
on the scene trucks, donkey carts, barrows, 
carts, @ lorry, and even a hackney ear, all of 
which were sent away well-laden. For several 
hours this extraordinary operation continued, 
with the harbour police and a number of the 
Royal Irish Constebulary looking on and making 
no endeavour to intermspt it: Several soldiers 
in khaki and silver badge men were amongst 
those who filled and carried away bags. After 
noon the District Inspector of Police arrived, 
and later on, when the police force was con- 
siderably augmented, they took concerted action 
and drove off the coal etealers from what re- 
mained of the two heaps. Many partially-filled 
bags were left behind b the crowd, who were 
hustled off, At this stage a man backed in his 
cart to renew his load, and when the police 
interfered in order to stop him the crowd 
assumed a threatening attitude, and there were 
shouts of “ rush them,” and beshawled women 
urged men to throw the police into the river.

The Right Rev. Da Gore has resigned the 
Bishopric of Oxford in order that Le might de- 
vote more time to literature and havé the eppor- 
tunity of more continuous preaching and speak- 
Dr. Gore, 
who has been Bishop of Oxford for nearly eight 
years, is 66 years of age. He went from Harrow 
to Oxford as a scholar of Balliol, and, gainin 
high honours ín classics, became a Fellow o 
He held the living of Radley, near 
Oxford, for two years, and then, on the Earl of 
Rosebery’s nomination, went to Londen as 
Canon of Westminster, Queen Victoria appoint- 
ing him as one of her Honorary Chaplains and 
then Chaplain in ‘Ordinary, a post he also held 
under King Edward. At the end of 1901 he was 
selected by the late Marquis of Salisbury to 
succeed Dr, Perowne as Bishop of Worcester, an 
recognising that the size of the diocese rendere 
efficient administration difficult, he éxerted all 
his influence to gain a division.

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THE SITUATION AT BAKU, 


TOWN OF MANY CHANGES. 
The following despatch has been received 
| from Mr. Scotland Liddell, Correspondent of 
i the British Press (Press Associatiin War 
| Special), dated Baku, February, 1919:— 
in jess than a year Baku has undergone all 
the horrors of Boishevam ami war and civil 
hghung aod massacre. in less than a year 
the town has had a Bolshevik uoverument 
and a Socialist dictatorsiup, and a briúsh, 
then a lurkish, occupation. Now Baku ia the 
Capital of the Ajorbaidjan Republico—and the 
british are here in torce again. And all is 
quiet. A calm has followed the year’s storm. 
irue, one hears odd ehois outside each night— 
possibly some drunken revellers firimg at the 
moon, more possibly the local police aijacking 
thieves, or thieves the local police. ‘True, 
also, there are murders and men mysteriously 
killed each week, but robbers and assassins 
will happen even in the best regulated Cau- 
casian Wwwas. Outwardly, and in the sun- 
shine that has followed many days of cold 
and wind and dull grey sky, baku seems very 
little woree for wear. A few ruined mansions, 
some burnt-out shells of buildings, some 
bullet-epattered walls—these are all, 
In the crowded streets lartars predominate: 
Í the men with their distinctive Tartar woolly 
hats, which they wear both indoors and out- 
side; the women with their thin shroud-like 
wraps, held by one hand across their faces, 
so that their eyes alone are ecen. The women 
too, wear very fancy, coarse, thick socks an 
Turkish slippers, in which their toes alone are 
hid from view. Then there are the Tartar 
soidiers of Ajorbaidjan and the military police. 
Meek-looking fellows for the greater part, but 
bristling with arms and belts of cartridzes. 
Thew uniform thick; light grey in 
Their epaulettes are green or red with a 
crescent stamped on them. 
Other seule are Armenians 
and Persians and Jews. 
soldiers of the old régime, and officerg wearing 
their epaulettes and eigns of rank that were 
abclished by the Bolshevik Government more 
than a year ago Georgians, too—the British 
soldiers and British naval men. These troops 
of ours are very neat and very clean and 
very smart. Their appearance is eo pleasing 
‘that I think their presence here is first-class 
propaganda. Each man is a living pamphiet 
advertising Britain’s strength and thorough- 
ness and worth. The Indian drivers of the 
|mule-drawn army carte are also propaganda 
in themselves. That they are here telle of the 
| justness of our rule, and of the loyalty of 
| British Empire Museulmang towards their 
King. As for the soldiers’ clothes and boota— 
Í think they advertise the excellence of British 
manufactured goods. 
There are unpleasant sights ae well. Beggars 
Í in dirty rags; half-naked, shivering, starved 
children that huddle by the pavements edge; 
cripples that hold out naked, handless arms, 
ie exposing ghastly deformitie—all crying 
for alms in Allah’s name or in the name 
God. Maimed soldiers, too. come home 
| from the war, and now quite destitute. 
| The shops are well lit and most of them 
well stocked. One shop out of three is a 
fruit and nut one Dried -fruite abownd. 
Another of the three shops ie a wine store. 
It most noticeable. Then there are stalls 
pavement’s edge which nuts and 
nd oranges and dried plums and pears 
raisins. Sugar is scarce and dear. Other 
prices are high. Cocoa, for instance, 
costs 80 roubles a pound. Cloth for clothes 
costs from 200 to 400 roubles a yard. A stick 
of shaving soap is priced at 60 roubles. Boots 
cost a thousand roubles a pair. Matches a 
rouble and a half a box. A“ square’ meal 
in a good restaurant coste at least a hundred 
roubles—not including wine. Even pricing the 
| rouble at twopence—and it is worth more— 
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; }one can see how very expensive living is here. 


The paper money most in evidence ie known 
as Baku Bonds—money printed and issued 
here by the Ajorbaidjan authorities. But 
Tiflis paper money—that issued by the 
Georgian Republic—ie also current. So is the 
paper money of Kerensky’s time, and, of 
course, that of the old Tsaristic régime. These 
two last are worth more here than the local 
money. As much as 75 per cent. premium is 
paid for 100 roubles and 500 rouble notes of 
the “ Nicolai’ money. I¢ is. however, scarce. 
Coinage is non-existent. Indeed. in Russia it 
has not been in circulation for nearly three 
years, although when I was in the Caucasue in 
the autumn of 1916, coins and the 
smaller gilver in evidence.

Good 
lies are much more amusing than dull truths— 
so we laugh, and wait for further news. 
British influence is seen in many little wave 
some’ 0 them quite unexpected.

Miss Violet itackinnon, Mies Annie - 
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An Account of the 
Progress of the 
Coal-Tar Chemical 
Industry in England 
during the War 
‘by LEVINSTEIN Ltd. 


N August, 1914, both Govern- 
ment and people in this country 
awoke suddenly to the import- 
ance of the dye industry. The 
lesson which chemists and 
educationists had been trying 
in vain for thirty years to teach 
came suddenly home, It was 
realised at last that the manu- 
facture of dyes was an industry of 
War importance, a “ Key ' industry 
—and almost a German monopoly. 
The lesson was to be learned in much 
ater detail in the months that 
followed, but it is not fully learned 
yet. 


In the most direct and simple 
sense, dye manufacture is a War 
Industry. Its products are not only 
a necessity of Naval and Military 
equipment ; they are among the 
first necessities, The first thing that 
goes to the making of a soldier is a 
uniform. It is hardly possible even 
to train men until they are got into 
uniform, The uniform makes a 
profound psychological difference to 
the men. It is essential to discipline, 
self-respect, and corporate spirit. A 
regiment in civilian clothes would 


ragged regiment. And as the 
woollen cloth of which a soldier’s or 
alsailor’s uniform is made has to be 
dyed in the staple, before it is even 
spun into yarn, the supply of dyes 
is almost the first essential to mak- 
ing uniforms. As the war went on 
it was found that the need for dyes 
was not confined to the dyeing of 
uniforms and personal equipment. 
The development of the art of 
“ camouflage,’’ by means of which 
scores of thousands of casualties 
must have. been averted, necessi- 
tated the use of enormous quan- 
tities of dyed materials of various 
kinds. ' 


WugEn the time comes for this

this critical period—in obtaining 
satisfactory results under adverse 
circumstances, 


‘Tue problem of extending and 
improving the range of dyes was one 
calling for urgent attention, and the 
key to that problem lay in the manu- 
facture of more intermediate pro- 
ducts, most of which had, prior to 
the war, been manufactured ex- 
clusively in Germany. It was 
largely in this monopoly of inter- 
mediate product manufacture that 
the overwhelming strength of the 
German dyestuff monopoly lay. 


‘Tue manufacture of these pro- 
ducts is almost invariably more 
difficult and complicated than the 
conversion of such products into 
dyes. The latter stage is generally 
accomplished in one or two opera- 
tions, whereas the former may in- 
volve six, eight, or even more differ- 
ent operations, upon each of which 
close study and extensive chemical 
experience must be brought to bear 
in order to achieve success.

Messrs. Levinstein’s Ellesmere Port Works, where

studying and working out, entirely 
new plant had to be designed, built, 
and erected, and whilst the develop- 
ment of intermediate product manu- 
facture had to be pushed forward, 
the ultimate object of turning out 
dyestuffs had to be kept well in view.

‘One of the most important 
steps was taken when we acquired 
the German indigo factory at s- 
mere Port. Indigo, it should be ex- 
plained, is by far the most important 
and widely used coal-tar colour, 
Natural indigo was used thousands 
of years ago, in civilisations long 
since extinct. Time, far from di- 
minishing its importance, has in- 
creased it, After the constitution of 
the colouring principle of natural 
indigo had been solved, and its syn- 
thesis from coal tar achieved, the 
manufacture of synthetic indigo had 
become a great German monopoly. 
The new patent laws of the countr 
had compelled the Germans, muc 
against their will, to erect an indigo 
factory in England. At the out- 
break of war this factory, along 
with other German undertakings, 
was placed in the hands of a Con- 
troller. It was finally acquired by 
us, and within three months the 
plant had been putin repair again, the 
processes of manufacture of indigo 
with intermediates worked out, 
and the first batch of Indigo LL 
placed on the market. Since that 
time manufacture has been con- 
tinuous, and in quantity sufficient 
to meet home requirements. 


Berore the war the trend of 


recent progress lay in the direction 
of dyes of great fastness to light and 


washing.
